Propos-ition 1, a tax plan 
(supported strongly by Cali¬ 
fornia Governor Ronald Rea¬ 
gan, was apparently not 
what the people of this 
state wanted or so its defeat 
i:i the November 6 special 
election would indicate. 

Although statewide, voters 
turned the Reagan plan 
down flat, it gained mar¬ 
ginal support in Pasadena 
anid nearly two to one .sup¬ 
port in Sierra Madre. 

A total of 3,600 voters 
went to the polls here and 
ca.st 2,193 yas votes arwl 1,341 
ballots against the measure. 

The plan was defeated 1, 
943,123 to 2,284,705 statewide, 
hut recDived support in most 
San Gabriel Valley cities. 
Pasadena voters carried the 
lax measure by 3,391 vote.s 
witii totals .showing 14,498 
ye.s and 11,107 no bailors 
ca.st. 

More than 54 prr cent of 
the 6,500 registered Sierra 
Madre voters turned o-ut for 
the special election. Repo'-'^'’ 
indicated that the statewide 
turnout was much lower. 

The City Council here took 
,no official position on the 
measure and simply lUrged 
the votei-s to study the plan 
and exercise their vo^i^g 
lights, according to Mayor 
James Abernethy.

In additicn to the well 
publicized iul(\s of tlie snow- 
covorcrl road like never 
parking facing uphill, not 
making sud don .speed 
clian.gos a.ncl not losing mo- 
montun, on uphill grade.s, 
t.li'TO are some other tips 
tiiat may help avoi.d implea- 
.sant and dangerrxus prnb- 
leiTiiS. 

For tlio.so wife make .snow 
trips a regular part of win¬ 
ter recreation, snow tires are 
a good investment. 

Althou.gh not the be.st trac¬ 
tion additive, snow tire.s a’.'o 
Ihe most consistent protec¬ 
tion, Tlrey are mounted on 
tlic car for tiro winter in¬ 
stead of .iu.st occasionally 
and sometimes too late as 
are cliai.ns. 

To multiply the advantage, 
mount snow tires on all tour 
wliools. Thi,s extr.a precaai- 
tion may seem a waste to 
loiiic but tiliore is no ques¬ 
tion that four wheeTs mount- 
('(1 witli snow tires give mul¬ 
tiplied protection on icy and- 
iriiow packed roads. 

A driver car gain as much 
as 25 per cent more cornoi- 
ing traction witli snow tires 
o,n all foui’whecl.s, according 
to tlie National Safety Ce.un- 
cil. 

Unfortunately sKidod .snow 
tires, tlie best w inter traction 
tire’s available, are iilegal in 
California. 

The equalized traction of 
tour wheel .snow tire u.se is 
a good step toward .stabili¬ 
zing a car’s i>erformancc in 
the snow. So much so that 
ri’eiently Swedem. made it 
manelatory. 

But using liid'light for day¬ 
time driving the advantage 
of increased ability to see 
other motorists puts a dis¬ 
tinct plus on e’verv'one's .side. 

Recent safety sKidie.s iiavo 
shown burning headlights 
during the day to be effec¬ 
tive in the reduction of win¬ 
ter accidents. 


A sliov'el ca.n be a driver’s 
best friend — even the most 
careful idriver. If enough 
time is spent on snow cov¬ 
ered reads and park i n g 
.areas there is bound to be 
need for the shovel and any 
shovel will do. Digging out 
of .snow is no fun under any 
circiimst.ances, but it usual¬ 
ly is better than just .set 
ting lup camp. 

Tire ch:uns rue .still the 
best insurance for stopiiing 
and starting traction. On an 
icy road ;i car equipped with 
reniforced chains can stop 
up to 75 feet sooner tiiari 
one running convention a 1 
tiros at 20 miles per hour, 
according to the National 
Safety Council t&sts. 

But the key to safe winter 
iti'iiving is .still siieed and 
visihilitv. For the driver -un- 
lamiliar with snow liaz.ard.s, 
oxcos.sive .speed can mean 
disaster. Excc.ssivo is of 
eonr.se relative, but in no 
way can it bo figured .under 
dry road .standards. 

Tests .show that at 20 
miles per liour it takes about 
150 feet to .stop the average 
American passenger car on 
an ice covered road. For 
comparison, the same car at 
Ihe same speed takes about 
17 feet to .stop on a dry .-■.nr- 
faco. 

The tendency for the reat 
end of any vehicle to -nreak 
away witliout warning is 
oft(*n forgotten by .nov'ice 
wintertime drlvor.s. By keep¬ 
ing .speeds low, that ten¬ 
dency- is red'uccd and th,‘ 
severity of any iunexpocled 
slide is ii.sually cut substan¬ 
tially. 

Drivers in the snow for the 
first time in a soason .some¬ 
times forget that snow-tiro- 
cquipped cans and even the 
four-wheel drive traction

Flu Bugs Coming 

Seems like a new kind of flu bug has to procreate 
every year at this time and come whizzing toward the 
USA from some distant spot. 

A tew j'ears ago it was the Hong Kong flu that caused 
wheezes and sneezes from one end of the country to the 
other — and probably around the globe as well as here. 
That flu bug was what the doctors called a Typo A virus 
and proved to be one rough customer. 

Now the alarm is sounded over a new Invasion from 
Hong Kong. But the new bug is a Type B virus what¬ 
ever that is. Anyway, Type A is the roughest and Type E 
is said not to be so difficult. 

The flu sigalert warns that if the people arc looking 
for shots they would have to take one for each typo bug 
— both A and B. The people who are apt to get hit hardest, 
the warnings say, are the elderly and those with chronic 
heart or lung ailments as they are more vulnerable to pneu¬ 
monia folowing influenza than the young and healthy. 

Now the question is whether to wheeze or get shot. 

Space Miss-le 

An American seemingly bored with the incredible 
exploits of its men in space is about to get its Neilsen 
index recharged. 

A girl in space is on tap by 1980 according to doctors 
and researchers at the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration Ames Research Center where 12 young 
women all Air Force regular or reserve fliglit nurses, 
preliminarily have passed intensive physiological tests. The 
girls, all volunteers, were subjected to two weeks of test¬ 
ing. The result, said Dr. David Winter: 

"Our study sliowed that, physiologically, tliere is no 
reason women cannot meet the stress of space flight. 
There is no i('a.son to think they are any better or worse 
than men.’’ 

When it was all ovin'. to a woman the volunteers said 
they would like to go into space. It might even perk up 
Congress to act more expeditiously at budget lime if the 
lawmakers thouglit they wore contributing to the first 
U.S. woman in space. The rest of the country’s interest 
probably would go up, too! 

Where Are the Flowers? 

The flowers that bloom in the spring, tra la, may 
not bloom at all. 

That is the latest sad development in the energy crisis. 

It applies only to the flower industry, not the wild 
flowers that brighten California’s bosky dells. But that’s 
a big "only.’’ The California floral industry is a ,$105 mil¬ 
lion a year business. 

Where the energy crunch comes in is involved with 
the allocation of fuel. According to one of the state’s 
prominent florists, Robert Hall, his industry ranks second 
to growers of food and fiber in eligibility for fuel. If it 
should be a cold winter, tlie floral industry could be denied 
their supply for as much as 90 days. 

That’s a rough possibility for Hall and his colleagues, 
because flower production involves the highest cost per 
acre of any of the state’s 200 agricultural businesses. 

It’s a sad possibility also for hostesses and young 
gallants, for tourists who are fascinated with Califor¬ 
nia’s colorful sidewalk flower stands. 

And it’s an irony for the anti-pollutionists who used 
the prospect of "where did all the flowers go?” to spur 
support of their efforts to save the very things now 
threatened by the success of their movement. 

Grassroots Opinion 

In order to spur automakers to produce fuel economy 
cars and thus conserve oil. Congressman Glenn Anderson 
(D-Calif.) today proposed placing a tax on new cars sold 
in the United States in 197G which do not achieve at least 
20 miles per gallon. 

Anderson suggests a sliding scale in which cars get¬ 
ting the bi?st fuel economy 20 miles per gallon or 
over — would be exempt from the tax, and those "gas 
guzzlers” getting poor fuel economy less than five 
miles per gallon — would be taxed up to $381 at the time 
of purchase. 

The Department of Transportation would tost new 
cars for fuel economy beginning in 1976 and would pub¬ 
lish a fuel consumption schedule for each mak, model and 
engine configuration. The tests would be conducted under 
normal city and highway driving conditions using ordinary 
auto fuel.
